District No. 1. 


The school in District No. 1, had for its teacher dur- 
ing the season, Miss Trafton, from Maine. Miss Traf- 
ton met with very good success during the Spring term. 

Your Committee was not so well pleased with the 
Fall term. The school was very small during the Win- 
ter term. Order poor; lessons poorly committed and 
recited, not in an audible voice by most of the scholars 
made it very trying to visitors during this term. 


District No. 2. 


Mr. Samuel Taylor of this town was teacher in this 
District for the Spring, Fall and Winter terms. Mr. 
Taylor is a working man and makes his mark. 

The first class in arithmetic and the first class in 
grammar did honor to themselves and their teacher. 
Order and progress good. Ifthe parents of this school 
will prevent their children from absenting themselves 
when the Committee visits the school, as heretofore, 
they will confer quite a favor upon their children and 
honor to themselves. 


District No. 3. 


This school was under the charge of Miss Blodgett, 
of Kensington. The scholars possess largely of the en- 
ergy of their teacher, and made rapid progress in their

studies. In reading and spelling it takes the lead of 
any school in town. As faras we know, this school 
gave perfect satisfaction to all interested. 


District No. 4. 


This District is the smallest in town. _ Its teacher, 
Miss Wadleigh of this town, labored to make the school 
interesting and profitable. The examination at the 
close told plainly to your Committee and others present 
Miss Wadleigh labored notin vain. Order good, and 
progress very commendable. ~ 


District No. 5. 


No. 5 is a school supported and governed mostly by 
the County. There is a school room in the County 
House well fitted for the school with the exception of a 
few feet of blackboard, which we trust will be supplied 
soon. Mr. Scott, the Prudential Committee, has charge 
of the house and looks well to his business, and keeps 
the school-room in order. His motto is:—“All we do, 
do well and in time.” Its teacheris Miss A. 8. Tuck- 
er, of Portsmouth. This is her first school. This 
school, we can say truly, with the exception of two or 
three scholars, will compare well with most of the 
schools in town. Progress in this school was good. 
Order very commendable. Miss Tucker labored for 
the good of her scholars. If she continues to teach, we 
think she will make a profitable teacher, possessing as 
she does a good character, a grand voice, apt to teach, 
in learning well qualified, and a love for the business. 
We might as well add, good common sense. Certainly 
these qualifications are not to be lost sight of by all 
Committees, when they engage teachers. 


In closing, we will say, the schools in town have 
been in a prosperous condition with one exception.
